Hopkins' predecessor, Dnn Roper, was 
a skillful politician and a kindly man 
ldj wbrk for, but he put no driving 
force into the task of running the de- 
partment. He knew few business men;

ered to cultivate him, feeling that he 
had no particular entree at the White 
House and could do little for business 
even if he would. 


The department went along in its 


routine way. It collected and publish- 
ed a largo quantity of business statis-

went on drifting. 


The feeling that Commerce was go- 


ing downhill was' stimulated by .the 
transfer away, from it of some of its 
old activities. The' Mariti'm'c Commis- 
sion, formerly a part-of the department 
because a separate agency; the Bureau 
of Air Commerce was taken away anc 
made the independent Civil Aeronaut- 
ics Authority; the Bureau of Mines 
was taken, away and given to the In- 
terior Department. 


Then, just recently, President Roose- 


velt sent the Bureau of Lighthouse to 
the Treasury Department and trans- 
ferred the Bureau of Fisheries to In 
terior, and the foreign service staff o 
the Bureau of Foreign and Domestii 
Commerce was given to the State De> 
parlment. 


So when Mr. Hopkins, his health re 


stored, returned to his desk recently 
he faced the task of reviving the de 
parlment. 


He has definite plans for doing thi 


.and he is pushing them energetically 


First, he has asked Congress fo 


5255,000: to enable him to hire "prac 
tical business brains." The men h 
would recruit in this way he woul 
form1 into an expert body to work on 
definite business problems as they re 
late to specific industries. If, fof in 
stance, the steel industry had a price' 
jjrobjem, steel. leaders_wcmlc^bq,..abjej 
to come in'and get'Setaiie'd'answers "to 
their questions on all phases of the 
problem. 


In addition, the group would work 


on general basic economic problems. 
It might take an extensive study of 
the nation's distribution system, for 
instance, or it might tackle the ques- 
tion of the stoppage in the flow of 
investment capital. 


Wants to Help "Little Fellow" 


Next, Hopkins plans to set up a 


division under some such' title as the 
Division of Industrial Economics. This 
organization would be designed to 
keep business posted on prices, trade 
movements, and so on, just as the Ag- 
riculture Department performs serv- 
ices for farmers. 


The small business man will come 


in for special attention. Hopkins goes 
on the theory that big business has its 
own marketing and industrial research 
at its disposal, but that small business 
does not. The Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce, therefore, will be 
geared to fit the needs of the small 
business man.

Dear Folks: 


Hunting season runs from October; 


to April 30, though only from NoV 
vcmbcr 1 to March l.on pheasants and 
foxes. And there is no limit except 
ones ability. I'm afraid with this plan 
the game will go fast, though now the 
deer and pig seem on the Increase, due 
to good reforestation and good cover. • 


My best day this season was the open- 


ing day when two of us bagged 27 
•pheasants and a deer, when shells ran 
out. Last year my son Bob made me a 
good pal but this year it has been dif- 
ficult to secure a companion and often 
one of the Unger boys or a Korean 
to go with me. Kelly Unger got his 
first deer tills year, age 12, when my 
dog King ran one into him. 


I think there is no game bird in the 


world in the class of the ring neck 
pheasant. Its a very beautiful bird, 
game, quick, smart and so startles a 
new hunter that there is little danger 
to itself. At the first sight or sound o) 
a hunter they take to the tops of;the 
high hills available. A flock feed in 
my back yard almost daily. It is very 
difficult to train a dog to hunt therp 
properly as the bird runs, rarely will 
hide so as to come to a point and con- 
sequently often get up^put of: 
While they are decreasing fast," stif 


here will always be pheasants here 
'or the food and conditions are ideal 
md the high hills give protection, 
lawks are bad and destroy many. Oc- 
casionally I sec a falcon hunter and the 
villagers, some 30 to 50, will join in the 
sport and beat the bushes to bring 
out the bird. 


Deer are numerous and good hunt- 


ing. 
Two kinds here; the s'mlall white 


lail, much smaller than our home 
kind, which stay up in the higher hills 
and weight from 80 to 125 pounds. Then 
the so-called "pig deer"—a small, short 
legged deer which you often kick out 
of its bed like a rabbit and I more 
dflen kill with bird shot. 


Instead of horns the male has a long 


tusk from its upper'jaw used as de- 
fense and also in cutting roots and 
often as sharp 'as a knife. It has a 
very heavy hair which pulls out easily 
and no good as a~rug as the hair falls 
out. These weigh from 50 to 80 pounds 
We killed one recently and the husky 
drevcr carried it on his back all day 
continuing to drove as though he hac 
nothing. The same clay one of my dogs 
caught one of these in its he'd, held on 
for dear life for quite a while .when 
a Korea tried to get hold of a leg anc 
the dog lost its hold and the deer. My 
dogs often grab one in its bed but they 
usually scramble away. They have 
caught several in plain races wilhou 
being shot. • Van caught a cripple one 
,in a woman's yard among her picke 
jars when there was a great breaking 
,'of .crockery and I had to pay the bil 
•for;- damages.' She refused to accep

negro, died in Josephine hospital at 
10 p. m. Monday of injuries sustained 
in a buggy-truck accident on Highway 
67 just cast of Hope at 5 o'clock Sun- 
day afternoon. 


Jones died without regaining con- 


sciousness. He sustained a 
severe 


skull injury in the accident. 


A second negro, Richard Williams, 


about 20, is reported recovering. 


Officers who investigated the case 


said Jones and Williams both riding 
in a buggy, pulled into the path of an 
oncoming truck driven by I<ex King. 
They held the accident unavoidable. 


The negro Jones had lived to Hope 


many years,, 


alone at more than $1,000,000.

ments to Cummins upon receiving re- 
ports of the destruction of the prison 
stockade and the attendant escapes 
but Penitentiary Superintendent A 
Reed advised the Associated Press tha1 
the situation on the farm was wcl 
under control and thai none of the 
prisoners hit by debris • was badly 
hurt. Reed said all missing prisoner 
were negroes,

In a more recent se- 
ries of 15 consecutive cases only four 
of the 15 died.
